Mrs. Helen E. Stroebel, 1916 to 
1917; Andrew J. Suffern, 1917 
to 1926; Robert A. Campbetl, 
1926 to 1951; and Greg Bos- 
well who succeeded Campbell in 
1951 and who still holds the ca- 
shier’s position. 

Prior to organizing as a State 
Bank. other cashiers were: 
George B. Martin 1886 to 1891; 
R. Rueben Glenn, 1891 to 1895; 
and George G. Glenn, 1895 to 
1901. The latter served as cash- 
ier of the bank as a private en- 
terprise and as a State Bank.
